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DETAILED ACTION 



The receipt of the amendment dated April 15, 2005 of the application 10/706,497, including 
amendments to the claims, cancellation of claims 3, 5, and 6, and addition of claims 22, 23, and 
24 is acknowledged. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1, 2, 4, and 7-24 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

No reference nor combination of references was found which teaches an epicyclic gear 
transmission including planet gears meshing with a sun gear and having peripheries that are 
interleaved, and at least two planet gears on each planet gear shaft meshing with a pair of fixed 
ring gears and being helical gears with opposite hand helical gear teeth, as required by claim 1 . 

No reference nor combination of references was found which teaches an epicyclic gear 
train including a plurality of planet gears meshing with a sun gear, adjacent planet gears meshing 
with the sun gear being axially staggered, at least two planet gears being mounted on each planet 
gear shaft, and a single bearing assembly mounting each planet gear shaft to a carrier, as required 
by claim 14.
